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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -75 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1-75 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious an assembly for 
rotational mounting of a rotary anode of an X-ray emitting device on a support, an X-ray 
emitting device and a radiological apparatus comprising: at least one sleeve intended to 
be mounted between an axially stressed ring of a rolling bearing and a cylindrical 
bearing surface of an anode or of a support, the sleeve being radially elastic, while at 
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the same time being suitable for allowing the ring to slide axially with respect to the 
cylindrical bearing surface as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
